Statement màrked K, shows the amount of State bonds issued 
to, and sold by the-Bank of the State of Arkansas, remaining un- 
redeemed on the Ist of October, 1848, to be one thousand and for- 
ty-four bonds, for $1,000 each, making together $1,044,000 00. 
Seventy-seven of these bonds bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
per annum, and will be due and payable on the lst of January, 
1887; and the remaining 967 bonds bear interest at the rate of 6 
per cent. per annum, and will be due and payable on the Ist Jan- 
uary, 1868. The amount of interest remaining unpaid, by the State 
Rank; on these 1,044 bonds, on the Ist of October, 1848, is reported 
to the Auditor to be $442,622 50. This statement K also shows 
that 75 five per cent., and 30 six per cent. bonds, each for $1,000, 
making together $105,000 00, exclusive of interest, have beeh re- 
ceived by the State Bank and its Branches during the two years 
ending with the 30th September, 1848; and. that 154 five per cent. 
bonds, each for $1,000; were deposited in the Bank of Washington, 
at Washington City, eight or nine years since, with the view of de- 
livering them to the Secretary of War, who, it is stated, had con- 
tracted to purchase, but afterwards declined paying for them. -It 
is suggested that provision be made by law, for obtaining, cancel- . 
ling, and filing these 154 unsold State bonds, with the State Trea- 
surer.

Statement marked L, has been formed from information fur- 
nished by. the Cashier and Secretary of the Real Estate Bank of the’ 
State of Arkansas, and shows that 1,530 six per cent. State bonds, 


_ for $1,000 each, amounting together to $1,530,000 00 were issued 


to and sold by that bank; that these 1,530 bonds will be due and 
payable on the 26th October, 1861; that, in addition to the bonds: 
sold, there were 500 six ‘per cent. State bonds, which had been, 


. issued to the bank, hypothecated to the North American Trustand 


Banking Company of New York, and a loan of $122,589 77 ob- 
tained upon these bonds, by the Real Estate Bank, on the 7th day 


of September, 1840; that the North American Trust and Bankin 


Company, without paying any further consideration for these 5 
State boríds, sold them to Holfard & Co.; and that the interest re- 


. maining unpaid, by the bank, on the $122,389 77 at.6 per cent. 
` per annum, and on the 1,530 bonds sold, amounts in the aggregate 


to $724,786 65, on the ist of October, 1848. 
Yt appears that the funds which had accrued to the State of Ar- 
kansas, under the act of Congress to appropriate the proceeds of 


the sales of the public lands, approved, September 4th, 1841, before 


the suspension of that act, by the tariff act of 30th August, 1842, 
as well as the 5 per cent. of the nétt proceeds of the sales of the 
public lands accruing to this State, under the compact between the 
State and the United States, have been withheld; the former under 
section four of the act granting them, and the latter under the'joint 
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resolution of Congress, approvéd March 3rd, 1845, to pay interest 
on bonds of the State of Arkansas, which were’ purchased and are 
held by the Secretary of the Treasury and the Secretary of War 
as trust funds. The Auditor has no accurate information of the 
` amount of money of the State so retained and applied; but what- 
ever that amount may be, it should bededucted from the aggregate ` 
amount of interest stated as unpaid by the banks, and then the real 
amount of interest due upon the bonds would be shown. Five 
hundred of the State bonds so held.in trust were issued to and sold * 
by the Real Estate Bank; and the remaining thirty-eight, it is be- 
lieved, were issued to and sold by the Bank of the State of Arkan- 
sas. The State hasnot receivéd any money from the United States 
on account of the 5 per cent. fund since October, 1841; and the 
amount then received, itis believed, had accrued on the sales of 
public lands. before the Ist day of October, 1841. It is, therefore, 
to be inferred, that a large amount of money which belonged to the 
State, has been applied, and more, as it accrues, is still being appli- 
ed, to the payment of interest on bonds sold by. the Real Estate 
Bank, for which interest the bank and the stockholders under the - 
charter, were and are liable. "These facts the Auditor has deemed 
it his duty to lay before the Executive and the Legislature. 
Statement marked M, contains estimates. of receipts of ordinary 
revenue and expenditures under existing laws, for the two years 
ending with the 30th day of Septeniber, 1850, including funds on 
hand applicable to ordinary, expesditures; treasury warrants unwe- 
deemed Ist Oetober, 1848, and thesum of $29 820 49, the amount 
of treasury warrants paid into the State; Treasury under act of | 
2ist December, 1846, for the purchase of lands of the grant-of 
500,000 acres, which amount, with interest at the rate of 6 per cent. 
per annum, commencing with the Ist of October, 1848, will be due 
and payable to the interna] improvement fund from the State Treas- 
ary, on the 1st of Octobér, 1849, and will then amount to $31,- 
609,644. This table of estimates shows that there will probably 
. be a balance in the treasury on the Ist day af October, 1850, 
amounting to` $23,947 42 5.6. The estimates made do not include 
revenue which will be assessed for the year 1850, as the collectors 


".. are not required to pay revenue assessed for any year, until on or 


before the first Monday of December of that year. We may there- 
fore anticipate, that, after the 10th day of December, 1850; it will 
not be necessary to issue treasury warrants to supply. deficiencies ` 
in the revenue; and that, exclusive of the debts due from the banks, 
on account of State bonds, and the interest on them, the State will 
bà out of debt, and will have money in the treasury sufficient to 
defray ordinary expenses of the State. With proper economy, 
` avoiding all extraordinary expenditures, our present laws’will place 
the treasury in a sound and healthy condition; and Arkansas treas- 
ury warrants will not then absorb the revenue, but. the funds re- 
ceived will be available and useful. á 
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Statement marked N, is a report of the.*Land Attorney and 
State Collector,” relative to bonds or notes, which had been placed 
in his hands for collection, and which belong.to the seminary fund: 
By reference to this statement; it will be seen that judgments have 
béen obtained, on certain of these bonds therein designated, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $37,107 74, and that the other notes of this 
fund, in the hands of the “Land Attorney and State- Collector,” 
amount to $3,516 80, exclusive of interest. The judgments and. 
notes bear interest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. 
- Upon two of the judgments, amounting together to $16,828,54, 

the parties have taken appeals to the Supreme Court of the United | 
States, with the view of having the decisions.of our Supreme Court 
in these cases oyerturned, upon the grounds that they claimed the 
right to pay their bonds, given for.seminary lands, in notes of the 
Bank of the State of Arkansas, which, although tendered, had been 
xefused. These cases involve a principal of very great importance 
to the State, as is well remarked by the “Land Attorney and State, 
Collector;” and the Auditor would respectfully call the attention 
-of the Executive and the Legislature to his whole statement rela- 
tive to the matter, and to the great necessity of having a law passed, 
as early as practicable, empowering some one to retain counsel, and 
making an appropriation for compensation, to defend these, and 
another important case, which the State has in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, P 
Whe aggregate of judgments obtained by, and of notes in the 
hands of the “Land Attorney and StateiCollector," belonging to 
the seminary fund, is $40,624 54, exclusive of interest, arid the 
amount of this fund to the credit of the State in the State Bank, as 
shown by table D, in this report, is $2,188 41, making together the 
sum of $42,812 95, which is not atthis timeavailable. In addition 
to this amount, it will be seen, by table B, of’ this report, that the 
suri of $5,392 47, in specie, is in the-treasury, subject to be used as 
the Legislature may deem proper to direct, for the- promotion of 
education. These funds arose from the sales of part of-the seventy- + 
two sections of land donated to the late ‘Ferritory..of Arkansas for ` _ 
establishing a seminary of learning, by an act ‘of Congress, approv- 
ed March 2nd, 1827, being nearly twenty-two yéars since, and no 
law of any kind-has ever been passed pointing out how:the funds 
shail be applied to promote education. ` P 
The original design of the act of Congréss making the grant was 
to have.a seminary of learning established. The compact between 
the United States and this State, vesung in the State the right which 
had been granted to the territory in these Jands, was changed by’ 
act of Congress, approved, July 29th, 1846, so as to authorize and 
empower the General Assembly. to appropriate the seventy-two - 
-sections of seminary land for thé use and benefit of common schools, 
or in anyother mode the General Assembly may deem proper foy 
the promotion of education in this State. , EE 
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Although we have à common school law, the system for which 
it provides has never been organized, and, it is believed, never will 
. be, so complicated are its provisions... Too many officers are re- 
quired to act in-concert, to organize; the system and’ there is no 
` General Superintendant with whom to concentrate all information 
` respecting the sales of sixteenth sections and other lands appro- 
priated-for education, as well as all other information relative to 
the subject and.necessary to enable the superintendant to report to 
the General Assembly the amount of. the common school fund of 
‘each township in every county in the State, and to show in what 
manner such funds are applied, and the number and condition of 
schools organized under the law. Should the Legislature deem it 
proper to appropriate the seminary lands for the benefit of common . 
schools, it is hoped a law for the organization of a system of com- 
mot schools, less complicated than the present one, will be passed, — 
and provision be made for the ample security of the funds and theit- 
application, sacredly to the objects designed.  ' deri 
"The State of Arkansas has seventy-two sections of land, embrae- 
ing twelve salt springs, granted by the United States, arid by act óf 
Congress, approved March 3d, 1847, the State is authorized to sell 
' the whole, or any part, of these saline lands, in such manner as the 
Legislature shall by law direct. As these lands have never been 
appropriated by law to any specific object, the Auditor would re- 
spectfully suggest, that, if the seminary lands be appropriated for 
common schools, the saline lands be appropriated to the-establish- 
ment of schools of a higher order, or of a seminary of learning. The 
Auditor has been induced to make these suggestions from the deep 
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` solicitude which he feels upon the subject of education in this State, : 


and his great desire that not only a well organized system ‘of corm- 
mon schools should be established, providing every neighborhood 
throughout the State with a good common school, but that schools 
of a. higher order should-also be established, at which complete ed-. 
ucations could be obtained: ne 
T'he school books which the Auditor, in accordance with law,. 
purchased for the use of common schools, have been a convehienée 
' an’somie of the-counties, but in others, it is believed but little tias 
been done with them. The law respecting those books should be 
amended so:that.the board of school commissioners would havé:en- - 
tire coritrol.of them, so that they might be disposed of for the bene- 
fit of the schools in the county, whether such schools be-orgánized , 
under the .coimmon.school law ornot,'forif they cannot be used 
except for schools organized under our present conimon school 
law, it is feared that, in some of the counties, they will never be 
brought in requisition. : i . i Bears 
. The Auditor regrets that the agent employed to deliver the school 
books to the clerk of Newton county, after receipting for and taking 
charge of them, on a boat which landed them at Van Buren, wholly 
neglected to comply with his engagement, and for the want of his 
attention, the books were not delivered; but, when last heard from, - 
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were much damaged. Seyeral publishers of schaol hooks have grat- 
uitously forwarded to the Auditor some of the books published by 
them, and the Auditor designs sending to: Newton county a suffi- 
cient number: of such books to supply the places, as far as practica- 
ie of those which, by the neglect of the agent, were damaged and _ 
ost. - ‘ : l > ze i 
"The law relative to the sales of lands of the grant`of 500,000 
acres is defective, and should be amended.so as to require that all 
notes belonging to that fund shall be deposited with the State Trea- 
surer. The treasurer should grant duplicate receipts for the notes, 
one of which receipts should be filed with the Auditor, and the 
other with the land agent. The Auditor. would then have an ac- 
count of all notes belonging to that fund, and could charge the 
State Treasurer with them, and State the whole amount in his re- 
port, which he cannot now do from any information in his office. | 
The State Treasurer would then be responsible for the safe keeping 
ofall the notes. Except when such notes may be placed in the 
hands of the Land Attorney and State Collector, for collection, the 
treasurer only should receive money paid on them; ànd he- only 
should receive money for the purchase of such lands, and ‘should 
grant duplicate receipts for all amounts paid to him; one of which — 
receipts should be filed with the Auditor who should charge thé 
treasurer with the amount, and the other receipt should, be. filéd 
with the land agent. The Auditor deems these suggestions of. im- 
portance to the State, as the fund isa large one. WEM A 
To satisfy bounties of land granted by acts of Congress:to sol- 
diers of the late war with Great Britain, about 6,100 tracts were. . 


. selected and patented out of 188 townships lying north of the river 


Arkansas and west of the river St. Francis and east of range 1% - 
west, in this State. Many of theselands were patented on the 27tl 
November, 1820; and others at various periods since then, Tn con- 
sequence of the non-payment of taxes, about 2,500 of these tracts 
became forfeited to the late territory and:to the State of Arkansas, . 
and.would hot. afterwards sell when offered at public, and also at 
private sale for the taxes and costs due on them. Such lands, thére- 
fore, yielded no revenue, and remained almost destitute of settle- ` 
ments. With the view of providing for the poor, industrious and 


„enterprising, homes at a cheap rate, and at the same time. of-having 


all such lands settled or improved, so that they might annually yield 
revenue to the State and counties, the Auditor, in his report of the 


` 1st of October, 1840, recontmended the passage of a law to donate 


the right of the State.to such lands to actual settlers. The Legisla- 


. ture adopted the suggestion, and passed “an act to donate to actual. 


settlers the right of the State to certain forfeited lands,” approved, 
23d December, 1840, and afterwards passed the acts of 5th: January, 
1843, 23d December, 1844, and.

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the liberal provisions of these laws were almost, if not entir ely, 
unknown, and therefore induced no emigration to the State, until 
the Auditor, with great care and much labor, prepared asgomplete 


; list; arranged iif township order, of all such lands as were subject. 


. to; be donated on the 5th June, 1847, and gratuitously furnished it 
to;the publishers, upon condition that they would publish it, and 


"all laws.on the subject, in pamphlet form, and.sell the work, for 


their own: benefit, at a cheap rate. After the pamphlet-was pub- 
lished, the Auditor purchased and distributed throughout the United 
States; at his own expense, a large number. of copies. This, and 


-müch other information relative to State lands, which the Auditor 


sent abroad, have greatly tended to draw the attention of people in 
otlier States to Arkansas, and to induce many of them to move to 


the State, to acquire good and fertile lands under the donation laws; - 


it.is believed, in a few years, most of these lands, which have re- 


E mained in a wild and uncultivated State, yielding no revenue to the 


State or counties, will become settled, improved, and a source of 
revenue annually to the State and counties. The whole number 
of tracts donated, during the two years ehding with the 30th day 


` of September, 1848, is two thousand three hundred and twenty- 


" five. Many ofthe lands donated had remained for feited, yielding 
no revenue,. more than twenty-two years; but they will, since do- 
‘nated, augment the revenue; and whilst the treasury will be bene- ` 


fited, the industrious donees will improve and cultivate. their lands, 


.. and add to the abundant products of the State. The whole num- 


ber of tracts: now remaining subject to donation is, perhaps, not 
more than one thousand. 


All of the lands ever entered and sold at the United States Land ; 


Offices in Arkansas, before the first day of January, 1848, and re- 


ported to the, Auditor, he has had recorded in well bound books, i in 


a systematic manner, under the captions of the townships.i in which 
they are situated, forming permanent, convenient, and valuable 
records of taxable lands, Smbracug every tract of entered land in. 
the State, now taxable. 

The clerks of the several counties would bé greatly benefited, 


_ and it is: believed the -interests of the public would not suffer, if | 
their fees for recording, and for some other services, were increased, - 


and made equal to those allowed-by law to the clerk of the supreme’ 
‘court. This would enable theni to devote more of their time to 
their offices, which, in many of the counties, at present, afford but 
small compensation; and would give an additional guarantee that 
the promptness in making their returns to this office; with-which 
they are generally characterized, would more certainly be continu- 
ed. . This suggestion the Auditor makes for the consideration of the. 


General. Assembly. 
The compensation of sheriffs, in many of the counties - remote | 


from the seat of government, is but small, and that is’ often much

United States have collectors been more punctual than in Arkan-" . * 
sas. The Auditor would therefore respectfully recommend to the -

sheriffs as shall hereafter punctually settle the State revenue, by ` 
allowing them, as.a.credit on their accounts in making such.settlé- 
ments, at least six cents for every mile they may necessarily have 
to travel to and from the seat of Government, to discharge that ~

. In both these cases the parties claimed the right to pay the bonds 
given for Seminary Lands, in the paper issues of the State Bank of 
Arkansas. Upon tender of payment in this kind of funds— which 
tender was, of course, refused-—the parties interposed this tender 
as a defence to the suits. The defence was overruled in the circuit 
court; and the cases were remanded to the Supreme Court of the 
State, where, again, the defence was held to be invalid. i 

Since this latter decision, the parties have taken the proper steps 
to remove both causes to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
for the purpose of overturning the decision of our Supreme Court 
in the premises. I have been served with process, (and I presume 
the proper State authorities also), requiring the State to appear in 
said Supreme Court of U.S., and vindicate the position assumed 
for her in the matter. , 

The causes wil! come on for argument, probably, at the January 
term of said court, which will be holden the first Monday in Janu- 
ary next. i. 

It is, perhaps, superfluous for me to say, that the principle involved 
in these cases, is of the very last importance to the State in the 
present condition of her finances. | . 
` If the right claimed by these parties is once secured to them, by 
the decision sought in the Supreme Court of the United States— 
then, not only may'all the debtors to the seminary fund pay their 
debts in State Bank paper, but the debtors to the internal improve- 
- ment fund (500,000 acre grant), and those paying taxes directly to 

the State, may pay in the same funds; and if they can pay in State 
Bank paper, it inevitably follows, I presume, that they can pay, as 
well, in the bonds of the State issued to the State and Real Estate 
Banks. 

I am informed that another cause, involving, substantially, the 
same questions; though in respect to a debt directly owing to the 
State, in her own right, has also been removed from the Supreme 
Court of this State, to the Supreme Court of the United States.

The importance of these cases to the State, in my judgment, ren- 
ders it imperative upon the Legislature, to provide the means, and 
empower some one to retain counsel to defend them in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

Probably a recommendation of such a measure, and an urgent 
appeal in its favor, could not be more appropriately made than in 
your report. 

. Besides the mere pecuniary interest of the State in this matter, I 
conceive that the honor of the State is deeply involved. 

Can it be that Arkansas has not the intelligence, honesty, and . 
patriotism within her borders, to see that a sacred trust, confided 


` to her hands by the munificence of the General Government, shall 


be carried into effect?

The last two mentioned judgments are in process of collection, 
by execution, and will, probably, soon be paid. 

-The two first judgments, designated on first page, are suspended, 
in consequence of theappeal to the Supreme Court of United States; 
and no steps for their collection can be taken, until the decision of 
that tribunal. In the meantime the debts are fully secured by re- 
cognizances entered into in the cases. - 

Of the other judgments above mentioned, the sum of $14,501 56, 
is suspended, for the present, by injunction, obtained in the Pulaski 
circuit court, in chancery, upon grounds affecting the validity of 
the original sales of the lands to the parties. "The debts are be- 
lieved, in the meantime, to be well secured, by bonds given by the 

arties. ; l 
2 My duty required me to defend these suits, in chancery, at least 
I assumed the duty, and, in consequence, became, to some extent, 
at least, acquainted with the facts in relation to the matter. 

My conviction is clear, from the examination I have been able 
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to give the matter, that the injunctions must ultimately be dissolv- 
ed, and the debts collected; in other words, that there was nothing 
illegal or invalid in the original sales of these lands. 

The residue’ of the judgments are in process of collection, by 
execution—being, however, at present, suspended under the “Stay 
Law,” to which the parties have resorted to procure delay. 

The residue of the seminary bonds, remaining in my hands un- 
collected, amounts to the sum of $3,516 80, exclusive of interest, 
which, it is believed, will be paid without great delay—probably 
during the present fall or ensuing winter. |

Sir: In compliance with law I have the honor to submit to your 
Excellency my report of thé operations of the treasury during the 
two years ending with the 30th day of September, 1848, and its 
condition on the last mentioned day. 

Statement marked A, shows the amounts of the balances of ap- 
propriations unexpended on the Ist day of October, 1848, to be 
$119'920,83, so far as payments have been made at this office. 

Statement marked B, shows the receipts into the State Treasury 
from all sources, and the kind of funds received, during tlfe two 
years ending with the 30th September, 1848; the amount of Trea-
